Seven cities claimed the honor of 
Homtr’s birthplace.

John Joseph Pershing. is

D.) settles that controversy. The gen- 
eral’s parents built their first home 


pris hoyse that “Black Jack” was 

born, Sept. 138, 1860, and destined to 

become the ‘fifth full general of the 

United States, successor to Washing- 

ton, Grant, Sherman, and Sheridan. 
Civil War Sufferer. 

The house was destroyed by fire in 
the civil war. John F. Pershing, the 
father, then moved to the ™ Section 
House,” a shack built by the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph railroad for the fore- 


man of the section gang, a position 
held by the father for some years. 

It was not until John J. was quite 
a lad that the family moved to Laclede, 
seven miles east of Meadville, where 
the father engaged in the mercantile 
business. He built up two fortunes 
and lost both of them on the Chicago 
board of trade. 

Gen. Pershing’s mother was Ann 
Elizabeth Thompson, a native of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and of southern sympa- 
thies. When the war broke out, how- 
ever, all her sympathies followed those 
of her strong, earnest, brave husband, 
and she did all a woman could do in 
Linn county, Mo., for the northern 
cause, 

Father Led Sunday School. 

The Pershings belonged to what was 
known as the “ Hickory Branch com- 
munity.” The general’s father was a 
man of deep religious convictions. He 
was a Methodist and for a time served 
as superintendent of the Sunday school. 

Pershing’s boyhood was character- 
ized by two outstanding traits—ear- 
nestness and unswerving application 
to the task before him. He was not 
brilliant but was always reliable. He 
craved an education. It became a pas- 
sion with him. 

Pershing’s first attempt In the ednu- 
cational line came when he was 17 
years old. The teacher of a Negro 
school near them had left. Young 
Pershing volunteered for the job. 

It was while teaching one of the 
white schools that the Pershing cour- 
age was displayed. In imposing dis- 
cipline he had to thrash one of the 
white bullies of the school. The fath- 
er of the chastised youth rode up to 
the school next day, armed to the 
teeth, and was about to wipe out the 
school when young Pershing calmly 
faced him and invited him to put aside 
his gun, get off his horse, and fight 
like aman. The irate farmer accepted 
the challenge and got one of the worst 
beatings in his life. 


Earned Money for Education. 
Young Pershing saved every penny 
he could get his hands on. He was 
building up a little fund to use in 
acquiring an education. He finally 
quit teaching for a while and took his 
little “rainy day” wallet and packed 
off to the Kirksville, Mo., Normal, 
where he applfed himself with great 
diligence to the pursuit of knowledge. 
He still had the idea that he would 
become a lawyer. It was at this time 
that an advertisement appeared ‘in a 
local newspaper, stating that an ex- 


amination would be held for entrance 
to ‘West Point. Young Pershing did 
not inform his parents of his inten- 
tions, but took the examination—and 
won by a single point. 

He still considered himself deficient 
in some of the fundamentals, and be- 
fore going to West Point he went to 
Highland, N. Y., military academy 
where he studied night and day until 
the close of the school year and finally 
entered West Point as a plebe in July, 
1882. He was not quite 22 years old. 


Not a Brilliant Student. 

At West Point he was not considered 
at first a brilliant student. But he 
stood out at once for his cool courage, 
his dogged determination to win, his 
passion to know. The firm set face of 
the commander of the American 
torces in France was just as firmly set 
as a plebe at the great military school. 
And when the four years had rolled 
round, the persistent, determined and 
methodical Missouri lad was given the 
Senior Captaincy, which placed him 
first in rank of all the cadet captains 
in that graduating class. 

From that hour on he was a marked 
man—marked by the superior officers 
who saw in young Pershing what The- 
odore Roosevelt must have penetrated 
at Santiago. They did not lese sight 
of him. And gradually and always by 
hard work, by mastering the tasks set 
before him, by taking his work as se- 
riously as life itself, he toiled on up 
the road of fame and achieverheht. 

Always Shunned Limelight. 

His modesty in public is largely to 
blame for the world learning so little 
about this consistent workman in his 
chosen field. He never courted pub- 
licity. He won his spurs from then 
on by merit, by accomplishment alone, 
He shunned the Hmelight. 

Leaving West Point he was assigned 
to the 6th cavalry. Ry this time the 
desire to become a lawyer was fading 
into the background. West Point had 
given him an education; it also had 
fired the soul of young Pershing with 
the desire to give his country some re- 
turn for what it had done so abun- 
dantly for him. 

Expedition Against Apaches. 

Gen. Miles was sent on an expedi- 
tion against the Apaches. Lieut. Per- 
shing got his first experience in Indian 
fighting, going after Geronimo. In 
December, 1890, he took the field 
against the Indians at Pine Ridge 
agency, South Dakota. Even up to 
this time brilliancy had not so much 
characterized him as efficiency. He 
again did what his country expected 
him to do. He got results. 

In 1891, now thoroughly inculcated 
with the high dignity and patriotic 
purpose of military education, he be- 
came professor of military science and 
tactics in the University of Nebraska. 

The men at the top of the war ma- 
chine had never taken’‘their eyes off of 
him, and in June, 1897, he was called 
back to West Point to become instruc- 
tor of tactics at the beloved school 
which had started him on the road to 
the realization of his life work—an ; 
education. 


Back in His Element. 


Here his work first took on the 
glamour of brilliancy. The superior of- 
ficers quickly noted that they had not 
been mistaken in their estimate of the 
man. And back home ‘the mother of 
John Joseph Pershing probably real- 
ized that whether a “gun would be 
fired for a hundred years” her son 
would never become a lawyer. 

- Then the “first gun” was actually 
fired when the Maine sank beneath the 
waves in Havana harbor. Lieut» Per- 
shing immediately jumped at the oppor- 
tunity and seized it with both hands. 
He resigned and went at once to join

In the campaign in 
Cuba Lieut. Pershing, as the official re- 
ports show, did brilliant work, day after 
day, but he was so averse to having his 
exploits publicly recorded that little 
mention was made of him. 

Attracted Notice of Roosevelt. | 

But there was a man in uniform a 
Santiago who came in close contact 
with him. That man was Theodore 
Roosevelt, colonel of the Rough Riders, 
It was there, at the storming of San 
Juan hill, that Theodore Roosevelt 
made a mental note to the effect that 
Lieut. Pershing was a man to be re- 
membered, a man never to be forgotten, 

At the close of the Spanish-American 
war Lieut. Pershing came to Chicago 
and consented to give a brief “ lecture” 
on the Cuban campaign. He delivered 
this lecture in the Hyde Park Meth- 
odist church on Nov. 28. 

The army now had got him, soul and 
body, and he gloried in its traditions. 
At his own request, he was soon sent 
to the Philippines and became captain 
of the ist cavalry in February, 1901. 
Then ensued the second stage of his 
journey on the way to the Hall of 
Fam 


Acquiring a Soldier’s Wisdom, | 

He was transferred to the 15th 
cavalry, and from 1899 to 1903 he con- 
tinually “made good,” first with the 
organization of the expedition into the 
Sulu archipelago, and finally by sub- 
duing and winning over the Moros as 
chief staff officer for Gen: Bates and 
Gen. Cobbe. 

Pershing’s name still was not fre 
quently in the public prints, but in 
1903 President Roosevelt summoned 
him home to become a member of the 
general staff under the reorganization 
worked out By Roosevelt and his aids. 
Then he served as military attaché at 
Tokio and was with Kuroki’s army in 
the Rugsian-Japanese war. All the 
time Pershing was plodding along the 
highway to knowledge. That passion 
has never quit him. To know, to un- 
derstand, to comprehend intelligently 
—these were his guide posts. The far 
east had now become better known 


American. The plains of the western 
‘hemisphere were as his playground. 
He had fought the Indians to a stand- 
still and subdued them. His education 
was getting on rapidly. 

His Record Wins Wife. 

After President Roosevelt had called 
him home to become a member of the 
new general staff, the president sought 
to place Pershing higher in rank in 
recognition of his services, for Roose- 
velt, it seems, had accurately sized up 
the mettle of the man from the first 
day he brushed against him at San 
Juan hill. There was a long wrangle 
in congress.

His Life’s Great Sorrow. 

In 1914 he was recalled and for a 
brief spell was at the Presidio at San’ 
Francisco, Then the border trouble 
became acute and he was sent to the 
Rio Grande as commander of the 
southwestern division. He was at El 
Paso when, on Aug. 27, 1915, he was 
told of the fire at the Presidio in which 
his wife and three ughters had, 
burned to death. The son, Warren, 
was saved by a nurse. 

Those who stood about him reported 
that the expression on his face was 
something that could not be described. 
But the soldier triumphed. He hae 
neyer expressed himself, so far as 


that he did express the desire, shortly 
thereafter, to be sent on the most dan- 
gerous mission his country could as 
sign him. 

Won Credit Under Handicaps. 

He was soon to be sent in pursult of 
Villa. While he did not get Villa that 
punitive expendition, from a military 
point of view, was reported as excep- 
tionally brilliant.

A corn crop of 2,858,000,000. bu is 
suggested by the government report 
for September issued late yesterday. 
It was 70,000,000 bu over last monh’s 
returns, and 275,000,000 bu less than 
last year’s harvest, and is the fifth 


largest on record, 


The five grain corn, 
oats, rye, and barley—aggregate 5,286,- 
000,000 bu, or 4,000,000 bu more than 
the August returns, and 98, 000,000 bu 


less than harvested last year. 
The wheat crop of 923,000,000 bu de- 


creased 17,000,000 bu in August, and ex- 
ceeds last year’s by only 6,000,000 bu. 
It is the second largest crop on record. 
The spring wheat crop is 208, 000,000 bu, 
against 225,000,000 bu a month ago, and 
is 150,000,000 bu less than last year. The 
three northwestern states have only 
113,000,000 bu, a loss of 12,000,000 bu last 
month. It is 130,000,000 bu short of last 
year, and is the smallest in recent years. 
The loss was due to rust, biight and 
drought. There have been, but few years 
in the history of the trade since the 
northwest became a factor in the wheat 
grown when the crop was as small as 
this year. 

With the estimates of. 923, 000,000 bu 
wheat for the United States, there ‘is 
enough to allow 600,000,000 bu for bread 
and seed and 200,000,000 bu for export, 
deducting over 100,000,000 bu af too poor 
for profitable milling. 

Corn in Surplus States. 


Corn crop of the seven surplus states is 
the important factor, as also is Texas. 
The aggregate for the leading states is 
1,424,000,000 bu, or 71,000,000 bu more 
than in August and 74,000,000 bu in ex- 
cess of last year. Iowa has the largest 
crop of any state, with 410, 000,000 bu, 
with Illinois second, 295,000,000 bu, and 
Texas third with 201,000,00 bu, or about 
equal to the latter’s recor@ and 132,000, - 
000 bu over last year’s small crop. There 


were increases last month in all the big, 


states except Nebraska, with a loss of 
2,000,000 bu, and Kansas, with 14, 000,000 


‘bu loss for Nebraska, while Texas gained 


15,000,000 bu. Minneapolis also made a 
small gain and South Dakota a loss. 
The corn crop over the greater part 
of the country is made, or will be in two 
weeks, and much is being cut. In Texas 
and the south the crop is made and in 
most of the southern states is under last 


year’s. 


The condition of 80 was 1.7 less than 
last month but 12.6 over last year and 
6.4 above the five year average.
